We are growing up, a more City of streets 


vailed in by brick and mortar. 
On little 


ots, 
scaicely big enough for an Alderman to 


urn around on, wo have crowded together 
dwelling-houses, barns, pig-pens, hen-coops, 
wood-yards, &c., in such close proximity as 
caves no room for ornament or pleasure.— 
Men step from their doors on to tho side-walk 
vithout passing beneath the shadow of a tree 
or meeting a single flower or shrub. Wo can 
carcely expect to change this sUto of things. 
Men are so intent on milking 'money that 
hey economize their land, economize the 
mpp!nc*s and comfort of their homes, econo- 
nizo ilicir health, and wo are afraid in many 
cases economize their consciences to make 
noney. Wo dislike tho manner in which 
icople crowd together in cities; but we know 
that under the present organization of society 
there is much to excuse it. But there is no 
excuse for neglecting to provide some public 
place or places, whero the people can escape 
from the narrow dusty streets and crowded 
houses, and breathe freely the pure air of 
heaven. Let our City authorities look to this 
Let them provide land for parks in d/11'urent 
purls of thu city. Them should bo one on 
Spring street Hill, onu in tho First Ward be- 
tween the river and thu Kike, and one some- 
where on the hill in tho Fifth Ward. They 
should all bo its largo us they can bo consist- 
ently, but it is not absolutely necessary that 
each should contain a hundred or even fifty 
acres. Forty, thirty or even twenty would 
be better than nothing. Let us have such 
grounds then, whore tho ouks, tho eluis and 
the maples can bo set out and spread over thu 
earth their grateful and refreshing shade 
whore we mny sec the green grass and the 
blooming and fragrant flowers and shrubs 
where youths nnd maidens may ramble in tho 
" moonlight hours " which, as tho poet snys 
" were made for love ;" where our City Fath- 
ers, fatigued with tho cares of their.Iar«n nnd 
ineruruing family; 'may 'occasionally retire to 
refresh themselves after their labors; nm 
where their hopeful and happy children may 
promenade, play wicket or cricket, sit in the 
shade or partake of nny of the other "tliou 
sand and ono" pleasures which such places 
might afford. If our paternal Board of Alder 
men would bo remembered with gratitude by 
posterity, let them take measures for procur 
ing uoine City Parks.

Cairo is on the Eastern Banks of tho Nile. 


Mourad Hoy had there assembled the, greater 
part of tlm Mamelukes, nearly ten thousand in 
number for a decisive battle. These proud 
and powerful horsemen wero nupportod by 
twenty-four thousand foot soldiers, strongly. 
entrenched. Nupoleon .was marching. along 
tho western shore. On the 2tst of July, Na- 
poleon, conscious that he was near the city, 
set his army. in motion before tho break of 
day. 
Just as the sun was rising in those cloud- 


less skies, tlm soldiers beheld the lofty min- 
.arets of the city upon tho left, gilded by its 
rays, and upon the right, upon thu borders of 
tho desert, the gigantic pyramids rising like 
mountains upon an apparently boundless 
plain. The wholo army instinctively hulled,' 
and gazed awe-stricken upon those monuments 
of antiquity. 


Tlm liiee of Napoleon beamed with enthu- 


siasm'. ' Soldiers, he exclaimed, ns ho rode 
along the ranks : ' from these summits forty 
centuries contemplate your actions.' The ar- 
dor of tlm soldiers was aroused to thu highest 
pitch. Animated by the clangor of martial 
bands, and the gleam of Haunting banners, 
they advanced with impetuous steps to meet 
their foes. 
Tlm whole plain before them, at 


the base of tlm pyramids, was tilled with arm- 
ed men. 
Tlm glittering weapons of ton 


tlnusand horsemen, in tlm utmost splendor of 
barbaric chivalry, brilliant plumes, the arms 
of burnished steel and gold, presented an ar- 
my equally imposing. 
Undismayed, the 


French troops, marshalled into five invincible 
squares, marched on. There was apparently 
no alternative. 


Napoleon must march upon these entrench- 


ments behind which twenty-four thousand 
men, wero stationed with their artillery and 
musketry to sweep his ranks, and a formida- 
ble body of ten thousand horsemen, on (lent 
and powerful Arabian steeds, awaiting the on- 
set and ready to seize upon tho slightest indi 
cation of confusion, to plunge with all thu fu- 
ry which fatalism can inspire upon his bleed- 
ing and mangled squares.^ It must have been 
a moment of intense anxiety. But as Napo- 
leon sat upon his horse, in tho centre of one 
of thu squares, mid carefully examined with 
his telescope tho disposition of the enemy, no 
one could discern tlm slightest trace of iin- 
easincss. His grave gazo wus long and in- 
tense. 


The keenness of scrutiny detected that tho 


guns of the enemy wore not mounted upon 
carriages and they could not, therefore, be 
turned fiom the direction in which they wero 
placed. No other officer, though nrnny^ of 
them hud equally good glasses, made this im- 
portant discovery, llo immediately, by a lat- 
eral movement, guided his army to tlm right, 
towards the pyramids, that his squares might 
be out of the' range of tlm guns, and that he 
might attack tho enemy in the Hank. The 
moment Maurad 11 ey perceived this evolution, 
lie divined its object, and with great military 
sagacity, ri'solveil instantly to charge. 


' You shall now see us,' said tlm proud Boy, 


' cut up those dogs liko gourds.' • 


It was indeed u fearful spectacle. Ten 


thousand horsemen, magnificently dressed, 
with tlm fleetest steeds in tlm world, urging 
their horses with bloody spurs to tho onset, 
rending tho heavens with their cries, and 
causing tho earth to tremble beneath the thun- 
der of iron feet, come down upon the ada- 
mantine host. Nothing wus uvur seen in war 
more furious than this charge. Ten thousand 
horsemen in an enormous muss. Those long- 
est inured to danger Cult that it was an awful 
moment. , It seemed impossible to resist such 
an avalanche. The most profound silence 


sanguinary battle cost the French scarcely 
one hundred men in,killed and wounded.— 
More 'than ten thousand of tho enemy per- 
ished. .Napoleon gazed with admiration up- 
on the" bravery which these proud horsemen 
displayed. 
• Could I have united the Mama- 


luke horsemen to 'the French infantry,' said 
he,-' I should have reckoned myself master of 
Urn world.'

After the buttle, Napoleon, now undisputed 


conqucrcr of .Egypt, quartered himself for 
the night in'the country palace of Mourad 
Bey. 'Tlm apartments of this voluptuous 
abode were embellished with all the appur- 
tenances of Oriental luxury. 
The officers 


were struck with surprise in viewing the mul- 
titude,of cushions and 'divans, covered with 
tlm flutist damjisks nnd silks, and ornamented 
with golden:"fringe".'- Egypt was beggared to 
administer tq Ike sensual indulgence of these 
haughty :;despots." Much of'tbo, njght was 
passed in.exploring the singular mansions— 
The garden;was extensive and magnificent in 
the extreme. Innumerably vines were laden 
with .the richest grapes. : •

sands ' of soldiers who filled tho alleys and 
loitered in'tho arbors. Pols of'preserves, of 
confectionery, and of sweetmeats of every 
kind, were quickly devoured by an army of 
mouths. ;Tlm •.thousands of little elegancies 
which Europe,"Asia'and Africa had contribu- 
ted to minister to'the voluptuous splendor of

vered—the daring Mumolukes, in the frenzy 
of their ragu und disappointment, threw 
away their lives with thu utmost reckless- 
ness. 


They wheeled their horses round, and 


reined them back upon the ranks, that they 
might kick their wtiy into thu terrible fortress- 
es of living men. Jlendered furious by their 
inability to break thu ranks, they hurled their 
pistols nnd ctirbines at the heads of the French. 
The wounded crawled along thu ground, nnd 
cut nt Ihu legs of their indomitable foes.—

only virtuu wliich thu Mameluke possessed 


Hut nn incessant nnd merciless lire from 


Napoleon's well-trained bntiillions continually 
thinnud their ranks, and at length the Mam- 
elukes, in tho wildest disorder, broke and (led. 
Thu infantry in tho intrenched camp, witness- 
ing thu utter discomfiture of thu mounted 
troops, whom they had considered invincible, 
caught tho panic and joined thu flight. Nn- 
poleon now, in his turn, charged with the ut- 
most impetuosity. A scono of indescribable 
confusion and horror ensued.

CULTURE OK ASPAKAQUS.—Thuru isscarcc- 
y n garden plant less understood than Asp_u- 
agm. .Many who know and appreciate its 
rent delicacy as a tablu esculent, look upon 
t nlmoit as forbidden fruit, from its supposed 
rarity mid dillicult culture. Nothing can bu 
Urther from thu truth. An humble sea-shoru 
)lant, braving the salt waves, winter's cold 
uid summer's heat, it has beun brought into 
he garden, acclimated and tendered, until it 
lolds the first rank among tho vegetable 
usuries of the table. But it dikes three 
rears to maturu from those'cd, before it can 
>o cut for thu tablu, and this is tho bug-boar. 
There is no crop easier of culture,- and none 
that pays moru in the amount of nutrious food 
ban tho Asparagus bod; admitting tha', it 
akes three years to get tho first bile. 
The 


seed may be planted in any good garden 
soil in February or March, in drills, and as 
the plants come up and grow, keep them well 
worked 
with the hoe, the roots will bo 


sutliuiontly largo by fall nnd winter to trans- 
limit. The plant will grow in nny kind of 
oil, but as its deliuauy and tenderness comes 
rom its rapid growth, it should have rich soil; 
t will bear almost nny quantity of manure, 
md delight!) in n sandy soil; as it is a sea-shore 
ilnnt, it also dulghts in salt, and a top dres- 
sing of suit over thu bed, at least twice in the 
seiison, will keep down till Ihu grass and weeds 
and invigorate th'u plants. 


It has noun supposed absolutely necessary 


:o transplant Asparagus, ami to havu beds 
trenched nnd bricked up at I ho_ bottom ami 
sidc-s 5 but nny good garden soil that will 
jrinj; beats or cabbages will bring good As- 


t....,_us. 
It mny bu madujust as much bist- 


er as .tho gardener may think proper to tun- 
,ure. In transplanting for a bed. plant thu 
roots about eig t inches by ton ; keep down 
Im weeds by tho application of salt. Work 
n a good coat of inanuru in thu winter, nnd 
you may commence cutting Iho tender stalks' 
the next spring, nnd thu same stalks may bo 
cut many times in the season. To tho,-o who 
,lo not wish to transplant, plant the seed in 
good soil, and work them as directed for thu 
roots, and tho third year tho stum may bo 
cut for thu table. 
Ono grout advantage in 


cultivating this plant is its oarliness ; coming 
before English puns or snaps anil continuing 
for n long time. It is the best harbinger of 
spring, nnd it is to. herbivorous man, what 
the tender grass of spring must be to the 
longing cattle. Whoever owns n garden 
spot, plant an Asparagus bed ; it is a cheap, 
healthy luxury, und should bo within the 
reach of all who crave tha early treasure of 
spring.
